Scanlan, wa.s to lay before the States 
.Attorney alleged facta relating lo an 
individual account with the defunct 
bank which it is believed by Croiiin's 
frieiiil.s has an important bearing on the 
murder. .At Hie outset a biruial re- 
quest was made nf I be Stales .Attoriiev 
to se-izo the books nf ihebauk foiiliwitii 
.ind subniil ibeni to the ^rand jury. In 
them, it was said, the jury 
wniiid Iind ample evidence Id 
bc.ir mil Croinu's ileclar.iliniis thai 
a certain pinniinent Irish-.Aniericau 
had been guilty nf a lingo cnrbezzlemonl 
of the iii.liniialisi iiiiiils when a menilier 
of ihc go\-erning bnanl of I he ( 'laii-iia- 
Cael. In support of the leipicst, Sean-

llieii ill (!xi!e from livl.uid, and acting 
a-i li casiircr of tlie Irish land league, a 
sum of .'jlO.IIIIO, III be used in carrying 
on Ihe aims and obji.'Cts of the physical 
force iiieii ill the United l-ilates.

In 
plain English the railway com]ianics 
want to get the (/anudian roads ex- 
cluded from having any share in Aniei i- 
cou railroad business, so that thoy iniiy 
be able to. 8<u:eW; more money out of the 
American people. Take away Canadian 
competition and the users of American 
roads will be eonipletoly at the mercy 
of tho groat railroad corporations. This 
tho Seattle. .Post-Ittteiligenoer sees 
clearly and there is Ho doubt that the 
vision of other Americans is equally 
koeii and equally wide. 



A DISCONTENTED COLO J^y. 

There ia trouble, in Newfoundland. 
The loyalty of ' Newfoundlanders is 

lieing put to a very severe test. They 
have their fishery tioubles and I hey are 
far from being pluiusod with the action 
tivkon by .tlie Imperial Ooveriiment. 
There is a clause in' tho Treaty of 
Utrocht wlilcli gives the iM'cneli con- 
current tisliing rights on the west 
coast of the Island. The lishermeii of 
the colony have never heen satisli, ,! 
lo see Freiiehmen cxereising their treaty 
rights on British soil. Of late years 
this discontent has been greatly in- 
creased by the i>olicy with regard to the 
coddisliery pursued by the French (;ov- 
ernnient. In order to eiieoiirage the 
Xewfonndlaml lishery as a nursery for 
their navy, the French Government 
have given a bounty on all codti.sli 
caught by French fishormeii which U 
exported. The Xewfonndl and lislu'i' 
men who 1,'et no hounty lia\etoeom 
pete with French subsidized eodlish in 
loieign market.s. As the French nation 
pays the French 6shorman for catching 
the fish, he can atlbrd to undersell the 
British fishorman. In order to equal- 
ize matters the Ni'wfoundland Icgi.i- 
lature passed a law making it illegal for 
French tishernion to buy bait in the 
ports of tho colony.. Aa fresh bait is 
Ml essential to snccsssful cod-fish 
ing, tliia ordinance annoyed the French 
men greatly. But they have usuorted 
their right to catch herring in the bay 
of Xewfonndlaml, ami liavi' liegiiii t 
uxurciso it. This has e.xa.Hpeiated the 
N'ewfoundlaud fishermen, and they have 
tried to prevent the Frenchmen from 
taking lierring, which is tho bait used 
for catching codfish. Ilut tho coni- 
mandor of a Urilish sliip-nf m'.ii' Icis iii- 
lerfereil. He has issued a prod. una t ion 
coiilirniing the pretensions of the Fruncii 
lishormoii, and forbidding the Xew- 
fomuUaudors to fish for herring in 
certain specified waters. This has exas- 
perated the Newfoundland fishermen. 
They ha\ e lorn down tho proclamation 
and staled roundly their determination 
to disregard it. 

The French have laid claim to part of 
the coast, and seem determined not to 
dlow British fishermen to use it for any 
imrpose. Last summer a St. John nier- 
.■iinnt set up a lobster-canning fiictoiy 
on the siiorc of one of ihe hays of tie 

theast .si. Ho had erected a lem- 

;i .] .try liiiildioy and made pre;..iiMl ion-, 
■.I go lo uoi'k, when one fine ih.jriiing a 
I' lonch sliip-of-war entered tho hay, and 
its captain gave the lobsler-uatcliers iiu- 
licetoqiiit. He .s.iid that tho French 
.loverimieni had granted a French com- 
pany the exclusive right to catch iind 
pack lobsters on that part of the coa.-t ; 
and tlu- liritish iirin was obliged to leave 
ihe shores of a Britisli colony ut tho 
jominaiul of a foreigner. The Ne\\ - 
fonmllandcrs are bitterly imlii:iiaiit at 
ihis state of aliairs, and they are pai' 
tii'ularly displeaseii that tho comuiaiiiU'r 
,)f a Hiiiisli ship-of-war should intor- 
iere to protect the bVeiich ui what they 
regard as an iinwarrantablu ciicroach- 
.neiit on their rights. 



fefent from tlmt of any other man, thoy 
were n pair of simpliitons.

aecouids that we have read of them, we 
cannot see how this theory can bo sus- 
tained. Tliero seems no ]ilaee for 
trickery in some of his feats. Ibil wheth- 
er his power was that uf doing what he 
professed to do, or simply that of de- 
ceiving and humbugging the spectators, 
it was most extraordinary; but wo can- 
not nmliM'stami how two sane men could 
hope to tind any clue lu its uaturo or its 
seat by a post-mortem extuiiiuatiou.
